LC CAN YOU GIVE OUR READERS A BREF HISTORY 
OF THE BAND TO DATE ? 

BO First kicked off if 1990 did a few gigs and recorded 
“Boot Baims" demo. We spit up In Feb 1992, but soon 
reformed (July '92) with a new Ine up. We've recorded 2 
tracks for the "British Oi - Working Class Anthems", we 
appeared on "Oi I's a World League" album and the Last 
Chance sampler tape both with songs from our original 
Boot Balms demo. In June 1993 we recorded a single for 
Hammer records which should be out now. Since done a 
few more gigs. Replaced Craney with Wez on lead gular. 
Line up is - Noby - Vocals, Daz - Gular, Wez - Lead Gutar, 
Baxta - Bass and Peter - Drums. 


LC HAVE ANY BAND MEMBERS BEEN IN BANDS 
PREVIOUSLY ? 

BO All of us have been in various bands ranging trom 
skinhead, Ol, Punk, Ska and rock. Me and Baxta are the 
only ones who's just been in Ol and Punk bands, the rest of 
them, have stood in for mates in various bands for short 
periods of time. 


LC MUSICAL INFLUENCES ? 
BO Early Oj and Punk to later day Oi, Sparrer, Rejects, 
Red Alert, Bitz, 4Skins, PTTB, The Blood, Business, 
Explolted, One Way System, Infa Riot, Partisans, C84, 
Section 5, Close Shave, Oppressed, Last resort etc. 


LC DO YOU THINK THAT THERE IS GONNA BE A Ol 
REVIVAL, WHAT WITH ALL OF THESE NEW O1 BANDS 
POPPING UP ? 

BO If onlyi! It would be great, but It would take a hell of a 
lot of financial backing, cos when Oi was big so was punk 
and there was plenty of punters. Now there ain't so many. 
But we'll keep pushing. | think that a lot of kids would love 
Oi if they got the chance to hear 2, but they don't get to 


compared to this pop and rap and disco dance shite! 

Once we've got our Doc In the door we'll have to use the 

other foot to knock the ci down. There's a lot of good | 
bands, old and new and they deserve to be heard. 


LC TELL US ABOUT PAST AND FUTURE RECORDINGS 

BO | think we've sald about this in question 1, except that 
we've just done 4 tracks for the split CD on Step 1 records 
entitled "Ol - The New Breed Vol 1" which also inchides 
Another Mans Polson, Pressure 28 and Argy Bargy. 
Hammer records want us to do a LP 80 we'll have to get 
cracking. | 


LC WHY HAVE YOU DECIDED TO KEEP ANY KIND OF 
POLITICS OUT OF YOUR SONGS ? 
BO Purely and simply because we can't be arsed with 2.

We want to have fun with the band, not spend our time 
preaching rights and wrongs. I's fine for those involved in 
Politics, we're not saying that someone should not say 
things, we respect people views we just don't want to be 
involved. After all, the old cliche everyone's entitled to their 
own opinion.

LC GIGS ? WHO WITH ? BEST ? WORST ? 

BO Gigs, Fuck, the worst for embarrassment would have 
to be a few years back with the old line up when Craney 
arranged it. It was a kids party, 13-16 year olds, all Take 
That fans. But by the end of the set, they were off to the 
barbers and shouting Oi Oi havin' a Laugh !! The best, well 
for enjoyment, not actual performance was the Chelmsford 
Oi festival, | enjoyed the gig and afterwards as it was our 
first gig down south. We've played with Argy Bargy, 
Another mans Poison, Rampage and UK Subs, plus 
humerous others. 


LC ARE YOU HAPPY WITH YOUR 
RECORDINGS ? 

BO Yes we suppose we are, we've had a lot of response 
from our demo sale and the compilations we've appeared 
on. We've received mail from all over the world and 
appeared in zines on the strength of the demo so yeah, 
we're ecstatic you could say. We're a bit anxious to see 
how the 7" and split CD goes.

LC WHAT ARE YOUR AMBITIONS MTH BOISTEROUS ? 
BO Just basically to have a good time. Do some decent 
gigs and decent recordings. Give value for money and help 
a scene that has interested and supported us since being 
little kids, we want to put in some of the happiness and 
fulfilment we've had out of OL it would be nice to see 
people buying Oi records from their local shop once again. 


LC WHY DID BOISTEROUS SPLIT, AND THEN 
REFORM AFTER SUCH A SHORT SPACE OF TIME ? 
BO We split cos | wasn't happy with the way the old line up 
wanted to take the band. They were starting to get more 
into rock So eventually we called ii a day. Then Baxta 
asked if he could play bass and Pete came in on drums 
and we were off. Before when | said that the band wanted 
to take a more rock direction | meant the bassist and the 
drummer, that's why they were replaced. We reformed as 
we never really wanted to split only we couldn't continue 
without a bassist and a drummer. 


LC WHAT DO YOU THINK OF THE SKINHEAD 
MOVEMENT ? 

BO It's a decent movement, | am no expert as | am more 
of a Herbert, | just buy the records and zines and go to the 
gigs. Yeah, | wear DM's and a pilot jacket but | don't think 
that makes me a skin, we've all listened to Oi from our 
pre-teens. And that's about as much as we can say about 
i, except It's a shame when you see skins fighting skins, 
maybe it's a case of the old Business song "Fight the real 
Enemy" That's also probably why we keep out of politics 
cos of the left and the right. Apart from the politics both side 
have produced some excellent bands and fanzines over 
the years. There's some good gigs, few and far between 
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we know, but we must keep on trying. Put it this way, if Oi 
and the skin movement tokied ovemight, and everyone 
grew their hair it would be a fucking shame. There's a lot of 
hard work go into the scene through fanzines like this one 
and countless others but we still need more communication 
between bands, zines and just fans themselves. Cos the 
music press, telly and radio won't help. It’s time to get hold 
of them and give them a good shake.

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There has been so many records released since the last Issue, that you'll find that this feature ts a Iitle bit longer than 
usual. We've also slightly changed the system of scoring the records, we found that when we tried to mark them out of 
ten, that it was hard to be accurate and give a fair score, 80 we've simply changed the marking system, making & marks 
out of twenty instead. ft must be said that the reviews and scores are only the view of the individual reviewers, and that 
you may find that your taste differs. We have tried to use a team of reviewers with varied tasies. Read on. 


PRESSURE 28 -GETREADY/UP YOURS (HELEN OF OI RECORDS) 

This is the labels first release, and the bands first single. Good fold out sleeve with loads of photos of the band and lyrics. 
Just two songs, pretty good, in fact a lot better than their previous recordings. Strong “early eighties" type sound musically 
with the voice akin to Tosh of Section 5 and even sounds a bit like Jello Biafra ( Dead Kennedys) at times ! Get Ready 
seems to be the better song of the two. A good debut single. 11/20 


THOSE UNKNOWN - OIKEEP ON GOIN'STRONG (HEADACHE RECORDS) 

A marked improvement from their first single on Headache. This New Jersey Ol band seem to have come a hell of along 
way since then. Four great tracks, we couldn't faut any of them. Fold out sleeve comes with a lyric sheet. This is probably 
the best single to come out on Headache so far. Four professionally played, pure Oi songs. 
14/20 


SECTION 5 - TEN YEARS (SPE & LION RECORDS) 

Section 5 refuse to disappoint with this, their first single. Two great songs, on par with their previous recorded material, in 
fad, whether it's a better studio, or a better record pressing | do not know, but the sound quality Is much more powertul 
than any of the albums. Ten Years tells us about the history of the band, flip side We're Back tells us that they are here to 
slay. We hope so. Another corker from Section 5, the moet underrated band on our scene. 15/20 


FORCE DE FRAPPE - LANDAU (BLEACH RECORDS) 
Debut EP from this French band. Three songs, all very

IK » hardcore Ol style. Best song, by far Is the title track, it's very 
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fast with a splash of saxophone for good measure. To 
connoisseurs of French Oj music, this single was very 
reminiscent of old french band Lantem Rouge, with both the 
voice and musical style being similar. The single comes with 
a lyric sheet with the lyrics in French, and a sticker to boot. 
Play Loud! 14/20 


JACK THE LAD - SAME EP (KNOB-FU RECORDS) 

Very pleasantly surprised with this record. Jack the Lad are 
an American band and they Indude ex-members of both 
Condemned 84 and Moonsiomp. Very punky, this one. 
Imagine Major Accident with bollocks, and you'd not be far off 
the sounds that Jack the Lad makes. Four good tracks, 
although "War Dreams" shines oul above the other three. It's 
refreshing to hear an American band with a good old 
fashioned British sound, that's probably due to the British 
ex-patriot (Mark Magee of C84 and Glory fame) being in 
the band. A good single 1920 


BROKEN HEROES - JUMP FOR O| (HEADACHE RECORDS) 

Wasn't too impressed by this New Jersey Oi band. Never 
heard anything by them before, and wouldn't really care if | 
never heard this EP again. Four songs, very mediocre, they 
are the sort of songs that you couldn't remember how they 
went just ten seconds after you'd played them. This won't 
grace our tum table again. Unimaginative, and drab. 6/20 


BOISTEROUS - HARRY WAS AHOOL! (HAMMER RECORDS) 

Long awaited debut single from these Northumberland lads. All of their previous recordings were of a high standard, and 
this single follows on quite nicely from that. Both tunes are excellent, Noby’s voice is great. Sound quality is very good, 
they've obviously put a lot of thought into this single. For such a new band they've already got such a distinctive sound 
that you know it's Boisterous as soon as you hear the first few bars. Although the lyrics leave a litile space for 
improvement, you could easily overtook this as the songs are so “singalong" that you'll be danding around the front room, 
singing into a broom stick before you know it. If only Boisterous were about fifteen years earlier, they could have been 
ticher men. "Harry was Hooli" and the B side "He Died Hoping" are the songs. Buy i! 16/20 


BAD VULTURES - HIGH VULTAGEEP (VULTUROK RECORDS) 

These Japanese seem to have the knack of making good music. Bad Vullures are by no means the best Jap band, but 
they are quite good. This is a bootleg EP me thinks, as all three of the tracks on & are taken from other records. I'm not 
altogether sure if they are singing in English or Japanese on this record, you do occasionally hear a snatch of pidgin 
English (or not 7). This EP is sub titled Skinhead Anthems. That they're not, but they are pretty good, Gang Up being the 
best track, dosely followed by Oi Oi Power ! Pic sleeve. 11/20 


THE HERBEATS - DANSLARUE EP (BULLDOG RECORDS) 

Another debut single, and another French skinhead band. Herberts are a totally apoliiioal band, Three songs on this EP, 
musically a vast improvement on all of their previous recordings. No musical barriers broken, nor new areas explored. You 
get a lyric sheet and a sticker with the vinyl. The title track ia the best of all three, "Skinhead" la pretty good too, Planet Oi 
is a bit too stoppy and starty for my liking. Basically, this EP ia a good Ol recor, aung in French, 1240 


SKINDEEP - FOOTBALL VIOLENCE (BOOTLEG) 

Thought that we'd give this a brief mention. It's actually a bootleg release of the old Soottish Ol band (not that crappy 
sharp band of the same name). The original of this single la probably the moat rare record on the Oi, skinhead scene. & 
was originally released in the early eighties, but nol many were proased, We won't bother to give this record a mark out of 
20 as to be honest, it isn't very good at all, and that woukin't be fair aa the only reason why It's been bootlegged is 
because of it's rarity, not because of it's music. if you ever come across Ii, buy # for the collection, 


HEADWOUND - KINGS OF BEER (HEADACHE RECORDS) 

Another New Jersey Oi band. | think that there must be more Ol bands in the state of New Jersey than in any one place 
anywhere else in the word. Headwound are good. I've never heard anything by them before and I'm not sure if they've 
made any other recordings at all Four good songs, lyrica are just about beer, patrotiam and life in general, "Keep it in the 
Country" is probably the best song on the EP. Good voice, well played muse, Good American Ol 13/20 


BLANK GENERATION - ANOTHER VICTIM (HAMMER RECORDS) 

Blank Generation are a very young four piece band, two punks and two akinheads, al four in their teens. This is their first 
single and only their second experience in the studio. This single is brillant, It didn't atrike me at first but they're the sort of 
songs that grow on you. "Another Victim" Is a song about little eight year old Sean Willams who was murdered in North 
London whilst on his BMX yards from his home. The vocals are rough yet very tuneful, they reminded me of Combat 84, 
but different, if you know what | mean ? B side "No Consolation" is very good too. These Kids don't half know how to play 
their instruments. Excellent production, and good songs make this a must, 17/20 


MADE IN BRITAIN - COMPILATIONEP (BULLDOG BREED RECORDS) 

This is a compilation EP of four songs from four bands. All four of the songs are available elaewhere but two of them at 
least are ultra rare, whist the other two aren't exacdlly the most easy to get hold of. Skindeep have the B side of their ultra 
rare single “Boots on his Feet", Crowbar have their single's A side "Hippy Punks", Antisodal have the infamous "Offidal 
Hooligan" from the old single of theirs of the same name. And Last Resort have "Red White and Blue" which is from their 
album. A selection of 4 good, rare oldies. This is a great EP if you can't manage to get the original records. 1220 


STRAW DOGS - ANOTHER WORLD (STEVE PRIEST FAN CLUB) 

Two songs that took a little while to get into. But once we gol into them, we really got into them. These are the type of 
songs that at first listen don't do much for you (and you could be in danger of putting them away and never playing them 
again) but after a few spins, you can't get the choruses out of your head. They've gone and got themselves a different 
singer for this one, voice sounds similar to The Betrayed (remember them 7) But there's no disguising the rough straw 
Dogs style. "Another World starts off sounding like a Who song with the sort of intro that wouldn't sound out of place on 
the Quadrophenia LP ! "Millions Like You" is the B side, not as good as the A side, but isn't that they way things are 
supposed to be ? A good single, with a good message, in it's words. 13/20

ALBUMS AND 12" EP'S 


SKREWDRIVER - HAILVICTORY (ROCK O RAMA) 

The death of lan was a shock and a loss to us all, and it's not going to be very easy reviewing this album, without the 
haunting knowledge that this is the last Skrewdriver album that'll be recorded. Hail Viclory was recorded a few months ago, 
it hasn't been released yet but will soon see the light of day on vinyl and CD. This is without a doubt the best Skrewdriver 
album ever, we're not just saying that in the light of what's happened, it truly is excellent. The sound production is a lot better 
than the last few albums. There's an intro song that leads into the first track, very similar to lan's first solo album, "Diamonds 
into Dust" is the title of this melodic intro track which leads straight into the title track "Hall Victory". Twelve songs In all on 
the album, with both sides of the LP finishing off with slow songs, "Old Albion" and "Night Train" are the names of these 
songs and they are very much in the vain of "Snow Fell" from the White Rider album. in fact the whole album would probably 
fit in well in between "White Rider’ and Ian's solo LP "No Tuming Back’ as t's sound like a cross between both of these 
sounds. "Renegade" is a song about traltors selling out and ripping off, "European Battle Song" is a great singalong chorus 
type tune that will stay in your head for ages. "Vampire", "Mother Europe", "White Noise" are all good tracks, all very much in 
the vain of the "No Turning Back" album. Perhaps the best and most moving song on the whole album is "Time To Die", lan 
tells us in his lyrics to "Live life to the full, cos soon i'll be time to die", [m sure that now these words from the lips of lan 
Stuart are the strongest message that he could possibly give, and this song will surely bring a tear to many eyes. This ie the 
best Skrewdriver album ever, and the voice of lan Stuart, from the emotional "Old Albion" to the angry "Renegade" will touch 
many a heart. Hall Victory is a glorious and fitting tribute to lan and Skrewdriver. 20/20 


BRITISH OI, WORKING CLASS ANTHEMS - COMPILATION LP (HAMMER RECORDS) 

Good to see an Oi compilation album with a nice mixture of new and old Oi bands. As the title suggests, all eight of the 
bands on this album are British. Oki timers Condemned 84, Section 5, Resistance and Close Shave are alongside new 
breed bands like Straw Dogs, Boisterous, Pressure 28 and the excelent Blank Generation. All bands contribute two tracks 
each. The cover is an old photo of London skins from back in 1979. The back cover has a black and white photo of each 
band. There's also a well written statement about what the Oi and Skinhead movement really stands for. On to the music. By 
far the best and possibly the most surprising contribution is Blank Generations “Out of My Head" rough and ready, just how | 
like it. Boisterous have got two cracking tracks, one a re-recording of there old demo "Working Class Man". Pressure 28 
perhaps show thelr inexperience In the studio, but two good songs nonetheless. Section 5 give a very different track to what 
you'd expect, "See through the eyes" is an excellent well written song about an old man who has become disiiusioned with 
the country, well sung and well played, it's a slow affair, different to anything else I've hears from them. There's no mistaking 
the Straw Dogs songs “Justice” being the better of the two, both performed in that distinctive style that could only be the 
Straw Dogs, two powerful tracks, in fact their best to date. Good to hear Condemned 84 on compilation LP's, both songs are 
very much in the old style C84, Child Killers is great, good message too. Close Shave too have opted for the old style sound, 
instead of the heavy metal sound that both they and C84 played on thelr last albums. Close Shaves songs are as always 
singalong, but no serious message. Resistance are perhaps my least favourite of all of the bands on the album. Notice | 
said, least favourite, rather than worst, that's because they are not bad at all, they just didn't do much for me. Summing up, 
this is an excellent album, pisses over all of those early eighties Oi albums. We think that this is because that all of the 
bands on here are real people, not popstars or fabricated bands. These are true Oi bands who are doing their thing cos they 
love It, not cos of the money, and this fact alone seems to bring out something special and "real" in the music. This album is 
what Oi is really about. 17/20 


RITAMNEREDA - BREAKING (WALZWERK RECORDS) 

This is a very professional record from this Serbian band. Musically a little heavier than their first album. Five of the thirteen 
songs on this album are sung in English, which show that the band are serious about making music. There English songs 
are the obviously the only ones that we can comment on lyrically, they are generally about street life and working classes, 
but they do have a song against the war out there, even though they are Serbs, they are totally against the war. Stop the 
Madness, Stop the War is the slogan on the back cover. The lead breaks are incredible, some excellent saxophone work 
too, the musicianship all around is excellent, and even the songs in Serbian will get you attempting to sing a long. Going by 
the photo on the back, none of the band members are skinheads anymore, does this suggest that they are going for the big 
time 7 t's possible, as this album really is very good, and would appeal to normal kids too. 18/20 


WHITE TERROR - DECLARATION OF WAR COMPILATION CD (WHITE TERROR RECORDS) 

This compilation is only available on compact disc. Sixteen songs from seven bands. Unfortunately, most of the bands are 
sort of American influenced Oi, which at times sounds a lot like hardcore. The best contributors by far are Midtown Boot 
Boys with "Set The Prisoners Free" and "Bang Bang", Bound For Glory also provide two good songs with "Stuka Pilot" and 
Assassination". Storm Section and Extreme Hatred ain't too bad, a little bit too fast for me. C.LS, Fight For Freedom, and 
Hammertown are the other bands that appear on the CD. All of these bands just mentioned seem to be new bands with 
limited experience in the studio, others are just total unashamed hardcore. | think that the main emphasis with this 


compilation is the lyrics and the politics behind them. That seems to be the priority with the CD. The lyrics are very powerful 
throughout, even the cover and booklet is very strong, and | think that it's this that will appeal to most people. But if you like 
hardcore, this compilation is for you, although | think that it's probably worth getting on the strength of the Mid-Town 
Bootboys tracks alone. It gets a lower mark cos of the hardcore influences, just not my style. 9/20

SCENE 


Yes, you read correctly, there Is such a thing as 
skinheads in South Africa ! Albeit a small one ! It 
must be one of the most difficult countres in the 
world to actually be a skinhead. | mean we do 
have to put up with a certain amount of 
harassment just being 
skinheads, but that's all 
part and parcel of being 
one. This article has 
been written by a 
non-skinhead, but it 
gives more than just an 
Insight Into the 
skinhead scene out 
there, it actually gives 
you a taste (from the 
safety of your armchair) 
of life in South Africa. 


" In South Africa, most of 
fhe skinheads are to be 
found up north, mainly 
around Johannesburg and 
it's suburbs. Although there 
is no doubt pockets of 
skinheads in other bigger towns and cities. The scene is 
not very big, although there are a lot of like minded 
people who would probably shave their heads given half 
the chance, but jobs are scarce and there's no welfare 
system and as a skinheads you'd find i very hard fo finda 
job. 

All skinheads in South Africa are nationalist , there is no 
such thing as sharp skins here, so you'll aways know who 
you're dealing with. Police harassment is commonplace, 
mainly due to the fact that the large majority of the SA 
police force are black. 

| had the pleasure of meeting some of the Jo'burg skins at 
the beginning of the year, they came down to Cape Town 
as they were having a lot of trouble from various red 
pressure groups in Jo'’burg. Within a fortnight they were 
banned fom most of the pubs. Some of the pubs even put 
"Strictly No Skinheads" signs up in their windows. 
Although it's not a large movement, skinheads here are 
strong willed and dedicated and the struggle continues 


regardiess of the odds. They are loyal frends who would 
go to great lengths to help anyone. Many of them hold 
ranks in the AWB. 

Life here is very harsh compared to Europe, there are no 
hand outs, everything has to be eamed. I's also a very 
violent country, though as the skinheads would have all 
served National Service in the army. There are more 
murders here in 20 days than in a year In England. There 
Is one rape every 9 minutes and 7000 car thefts every 
month. On average there are 40 murders every day ! 
South Atrica is 6 times more violent ( per capita) than New 
York.! 

As In England, the media here like to exaggerate anything 
that involves skinheads, and make them oul to be worse 
than they really are. 

No white power music from overseas bs available here, so 
it ls not easy to keep in touch with what's going on. A lot of 
the music does find It's way over here , and Skullhead, 
Skrewdriver and Squadron are very popular. Bomber 
jackets and boots are out of reach due to ridiculous prices 
from importing. One thing 
that the skins here find it 
very difficut to wear Is 
camouflaged army 
trousers, as they are strictly 
legal { The skinhead 
scene here is more 
involved with the realities of 
our political situation, rather 
than maintaining the 
skinhead 


There Is hope for the South 
African skinhead scene, as 
even in a country as hostile 
to skinheads as ours, there 
are younger skinheads 
appearing on the scene 
too." 


fm not too sure altogether 

7 when the skinhead scene 
started in South Africa, the oldest of the skinheads are in 
thelr mid twenties, and there were no others before then. 
There are no skinhead bands in South Africa, although 
there has been an Oi band in the past. The only music 
listened to is the European and American skinhead bands. 
From what we can make out, the skinheads in SA don't 
realy have a haunt that Is exclusively thelr own (like a 
skinhead pub), they just hang around together and stick 
together wherever they go. 


Although the scene out there Is still very small and 
undeveloped, it is heart warming to see that 
*skinheadism” has actually reached out even to South 
Africa. Let's hope that the situation out there actually 
gets better for the skinheads in South Africa, and 
ralee our glasses to the dedicated pioneering 
skinheads of South Africa.

IAN STUART.... REST IN PEACE 


I will never forget the moment that I was told about lan's tragic death, It didn't really sink in that day, nor the 
day after, it really hit me on the Sunday, two days after I had been told. lan had become a good friend to me, 
and I held a lot of trust and respect for him. We'd been on the phone only two days before the tragic accident, 
laughing and joking, talking about the BNP victory in London, and about his concert that he was playing in 
the Midlands that Saturday. So, when I was told the news that he was in a fatal car accident, my immediate 
reaction was total disbelief, unacceptance, I didn't want to believe that this was true. On the Sunday moming 
1 woke up early and went to my bookshelf and read through his short biography "Skrewdriver The First Ten 
Years", then came the tears, and the tears kept falling.... 


Ian Stuart died on Friday 24th September 1993 at 11 o'clock in the moming. He and a few friends were 
travelling home from anight out, when the car that lan was a passenger in had a puncture whilst travelling 
on the A38 dual carriageway. The accident happened late on the Thursday evening, "Boo" a skinhead from 
Nottingham was killed instantly, lan was taken to hospital, but passed away the next day without regaining 
consciousness. 


lan Stuart was not only a great friend and comrade, he was also a gifted and special man. Over the years of 


speaking to him, I came to realise exactly how much he had sacrificed for his beliefs. He gave up so many 
things, even his liberty, for the White cause. He never once sold out, nor did he ever consider selling out, he 
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once said that he couldn't understand people that once they had discovered National Socialism, still turned 
against it. As a songwriter and musician he was extremely talented, no doubt that Skrewdriver would have 
made the charts many times throughout their career if they were given the chance, and even the reds have 
been quoted as saying that if Skrewdriver gigs were left unhindered, with the normal publicity that concerts 
are given, that they would be able to fill a top London venue, pulling in several thousand people.This is true, 
but the powers that be would never allow something like this to happen. 

Ian recorded many songs for us, with Skrewdriver, The Klansmen, White Diamond, Patriotic Ballads, and 
numerous other solo recordings, he gave us the hope and inspiration for the future. Even in death, Tan's voice 
is being heard all across the world The words of the Skrewdriver song "Suddenly" from the Warlord album, 
are a message from Ian to all of, and perhaps now the message has more significance than when it was 
written. "One day if suddenly I'm forced to take my leave, Will you still carry on with the things that we 
believe, One day if suddenly they take my life away, Will you still be fighting to win a brand new day" 
Perhaps the song, on the new Skrewdriver album that is yet to be released is more appropriate now. The 
album will be titled "Hail Victory", the song is called "Time to Die" in it Ian sings "Live life to the full, irl 
soon be time to die", "If you want to speak your mind, they'll kill your voice, they never allow the good and 
proud to speak, they'll try to kill your pride, don't have no choice, they only respect the silent and the weak." 
These are messages from Ian for us to keep up the fight, there is no doubt about that. We must make sure that 
he did not die in vain, and that we continue his work in any way we can. His memory must never be forgotien, 
I for one will never forget this great man, I will not forget the inspiration I felt when I played my first 
Skrewdriver record, I will never forget the atmosphere at my first Skrewdriver concert all of those years ago. 
I'm sure that if it wasn't for Ian Stuart I would not be where I am now or who I am now, and I'm just as sure 
that I'm not the only person like that. 

I think that from now on September 25th should be a special day, a day of mourning, a day of remembrance. 
This should be the day that we will get together every year and remember Ian Stuart.

Ril | decided to gve up the zine In December 1991 after five years. 
The main reasons why | did give It up was because | was gatting 
less and less time to run a zine, and the record label kept me 
really busy. Also | was beginning to get a lot of shit and there was 
a lot of two faced back stabbing going on. Some French people 
are really hypocritical, because when you try to do something 
positive for the movement they try everything to stop you. This 
stuff made me really dsappointed so! decided to gve up the zine. 


LC YOU WERE GUITARIST OF THE WEST SIDE BOYS, GIVE 
US A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE BAND. 

Fil West Side Boys formed in September of 1990, with Pascal on 
vocals, myself on guitar, Seb on bass and Laurent on lead guitar. 
For the drums we were helped by the Skinkorps drummer for our 
first EP " Hooligans” and after that we had the drummer of Paris 
band "Kickback", he recorded on the album “Au File Du Temps* 
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and on the second EP "Emeute Urbaine* and also for the tracks 
on various compilation albums. The main reason for the west Side 
Boys was to give back to the kids In France the true taste of O1 
music, 


LC WHY DID THE BAND SPLIT UP ? 

Rl When we recorded the LP In May 1992 we had already decided 
to stop the band because some of the members of the band 
wanted to change the style of music, and others just wanted to 
Qve up playing. Besides In the August of 1902 | started my 
national service for 10 months. | have since finished my national 
service quite recently and! am looking to put a new band together. 


LC TELL US A BIT ABOUT THE 8.P.E RECORD LABEL ? 

Al 8.P.E records is a small label with not a lot of money so we try 
to release as much as we can with our tight budget, our releases 
are all 7" EP's the bands are Skinkorps, Plastic Gangsters, Close 
Shave, Warrior Kids and Section 5 we've also released a four 
track compilation EP with four French skin bands on It. Besides 
our own releases SPE records distribute records and CD's of 
other skinhead bands from across the world. Write for our 
merchandise list. 


LC WHAT ARE THE FUTURE PLANS FOR THE LABEL ? 

Al At the moment the only project that weVe got Is the compilation 
LP “ The Only Spirit is Unity" we have already got 13 bands for 
this LP, such as Ultimathule (Sweden), Stormwatch (USA), Straw 
Dogs (UK) and Plastic Gangsters (France).

SCENE ? 

Al The scene In France Is beginning to get much better now. 
There is a lot of zines, and many new bands. The trouble here in 
France Is It's very difficult to organise concerts, we have a hell of a 
lot of trouble with the police and authorities, no one will rent a 
venue. Also there aways seems to be people that want to cause a 
lot of trouble at concerts and this creates restrictions and 
problems. The only good gig organisation in France is the Lyon 
Connection who really do take care of everything In a good 
atmosphere. There are also a lot of record labels over here for 
skinheads and a couple of shope in Paris. Lion records, Bird 
records, Fiebelles Europeens, Bulldog service are some of the 
labels and London Styl and Darkside are two skinhead shops In 


Paris. So the scene has got the potential to be very healthy, and 
It's beginning to get better.

The photos are shit 
hot, but the writing that went with them was as 
you can imagine, pretty biased, anyway, 
the photos were actually taken from a 
book that is due to be published 
called "Public Enemies”, which we 
presume Is all about skinheads, 
the author is Leo Regan, if 
you're interested. Whilst on the 
subject of books etc, there 
has been a comic book, (just 
like the marvel one's) 
published — by National 
Vanguard, its a very political 
book, but very well done, the 
artwork was actually done by 
Rip from Midtown Bootboys. 
It's available from Life Rune 
books who have an advert 
somewhere else in the zine. 
Well things are getting pretty 
nasty in Germany at the moment, 
top German skinhead band Radi 
Kahl were fined £4000 each 
member for one of their songs. 
Kraftschlag were also fined a large sum. 
Not too sure what happened to Storkraft as they 
were due up in court over some of their lyrics. But 
we do know that now Storkraft have recorded a 
new LP with some anti-racist songs on it, claiming 
that they have changed their ways. The editor of 
Der Aktivist skinzine received an 8 month 
suspended for 3 years sentence for one issue of 
his skinzine. Nevertheless there are still many 
dedicated people out there, there's even a new 
label started in the Numberg area called Dial 
Records, they'll be promoting gigs too. English 
Rose and Squadron both attempted to play out 
there, they got through customs no problems, but 
they were stopped at a road block on the way to 
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the gig and were arrested and locked up for 14 
hours, and released well after It was too late to 
play. The Business were due to play in Germany 
with the Elite, but the gig was cancelled at short 
notice, losing Walzwerk, the organisers & lot of 
money. But Walzwerk assure us that they haven't 
given up and intend to organise concerts In the 
future. 
if you thought that things were hot In Gemany, 
what about France. Darkside, the 
skinhead shop in Paris was recently 
bombed {! There is two new 
skinhead/Oi bands from Lyon, 
Guitar Gangster and Urban 
Gones. Brutal Combat are 
trying to reform, last we heard 
they were after a third 
member. Evilskins have 
reformed, with a new singer, 
seemingly they have already 
played a concert in Paris. 
And Viking are a skinhead 
band from Le Havre, France. 
There is loads of new er 
pping up all over the world. 
COE i) Eoanias are a Creator 
; 7 “skinhead band from the USA, 
ey've put out a demo. Odins 
= Law and Zero Tolerance are two 
Ws, new skinhead bands from Canada. 
*, S Odins Law have already recorded a 
demo and played concerts. Growl 
Strike are a new skinhead band to come 
out of Japan. Working Class are another new 
band, who have recorded a good demo, they're 
from the states. Assault Detatchment are an RAC 
band from Colombia and Cerveza Amarga are an 
Oj band from Colombia. Italy have got a new 
skinhead band called Subalpina. Close Shave 
are still alive, they recently played a gig in 
Belgium with two Belgian bands, Wiking and The 
Mushrooms (another new band) They also played 
a scooter club do in Norfolk, there was an 
appalling turn out. They seem to be a lot more 
popular abroad. Vacant Lot actually split not long 
after we did that interview for them in the last 
issue, Griffin the ex V.L bassist has formed a 
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white power band called Aryan, whereas the rest 
of the lads from V.L have started another band 
called Bitter Grin, although we are at the moment 
trying to persuade them to choose a better name. 
Anyway, they have already been offered a deal to 
do a single by a French label and a British label. 
They are also appearing on the SPE compilation 
"In the Spirit of Unity", other bands on this album 
will be Straw Dogs, Agent Bulldog, Ultimathule, 
Skinkorps, and Max Resist amongst others. 
Aryan and Rahowa, two extreme White Power 
skinhead bands have been causing rather a stir 
in Canada, they've been playing quite a few gigs, 
and a couple of the gigs have actually ended in 
near riots with reds and police. They have made 
headline news in all of the papers out there. 
They've even been on MTV. 

British band Brutal Attack recently played in 
Canada and the States, we've heard good reports 
all round, seems that they were very popular. 
Whilst they were out there they got together with 
Bound For Glory and recorded a 6 track EP 
entitled Bound For Attack. 

Condemned 84 have sacked there drummer but 
have already got a new one, better if they sacked 
their heavy metal guitarist! They're back into a 
regular practise schedule, practising twice a 
week, they are hoping to do many gig abroad, but 
don't intend to play in the UK. 

There's tons of new records out, as you can see 
by the amount of records reviewed, there is also 
a few new labels too, Helen Of Oi recently 
released their first single with Pressure 28, and 
have followed it up with Braindance, who are a 
skinhead/Punk band from Norfolk. 

Peggior Amico have recorded a new LP, we've 
heard rumours that it will be released on Rebelles 
but we've also heard that they might release it 
themselves. There's a couple of new zines, 
Dominant Terrorain, PO Box 6054, Station A, 
Toronto, Ont, MSW 1X4, Canada. And for you 
German readers, write to Postfach 739, 4021 
Linz/Donau, Austria for an excellent skinzine. 
Blood and Honor is the American newspaper for 
the B&H movement out there, write to B&H, PO 
Box EA, Garden Grove, CA 92642, USA. 
Rangerskins are an organisation here in England 
who organise camping trips for skinheads, it all 
sounds a bit dodgy to me, claiming that both left 
and right wing skins are welcome, but if you're 
interested write to - Rangerskins, The 


Gamekeepers, Tunworth Rd, 
Basingstoke, Hants, RG25 2LU. 
There has been an attempt by reds in the North 
east to create disunity by writing a fanzine, 
putting a real skinhead fanzine's address on it 
(Onward) and then slagging down everyone 
under the sun in the right wing and Blood and 
Honour movement. This was done to make 
everyone think that the editors of Onward were 
saying these things, you may have received this 
zine it's called Einherjar, and uses the Onward 
PO Box in Sunderland, if you do get this zine, just 
ignore it and throw it away. 

Spain has several skinhead shops now, the best 
of which is Coyote, Calle Somi 35, Valencia. 

In Sweden, nationalist band Ultimathule have 
really been rocking the boat, they have gained a 
lot of publicity and popularity when they sold 
25.000 copies of one of their records, so a 
politician by the name of Bert Karlsson who is the 
leader of the "New Democracy’ party and a man 
in the elite of top Swedish showbusiness have 
decided to strike a deal with the band and 
promised to sell over 300,000 copies of their 
recordings in just a few months, which is on 
contrast to the past where only a few shops 
would sell it and mostly under the counter. 
Ultimathule claim to be a non political band, just 
patriotic, but as you can imagine the press 
wouldn't have it, and now the politician has been 
branded the "New Hitler’ in the Swedish press. 
Oh yeah, by the way, the more observant of you 
will notice that on the front cover it say Lyric 
Sheet, but there isn't one, that's because 
something had to give to fit the lan Stuart tribute 
in, so Zadruga's translated lyrics will appear in 
issue 16. 

Pure Impact skinzine is contemplating starting a 
record label up, but he's still not sure. 

Czech band Valasska Liga have recorded and 
released an album, but it has only been released 
on cassette, apparently the lyrics were too strong 
and the record company bottled out. It's out on a 
professional cassette and its very good, see 
review in next issue. Slovak band Krakty Proces 
(meaning Short Process) have recorded their first 
LP called Na Prach and itis excellent, it's out on 
cassette at the moment, and CD any day now, 
not sure about vinyl though, see review in next 
issue.

which is promising some very big releases, they 
have already signed Rahowa, Aryan, Nordic 
Thunder, The Voice, Aggravated Assault, Max 
Resist and Vanguard and their prize signing is 
top US band Bound For Glory. Resistance seem 
to really have their act together, they have a 
regular newsheet called "Under The Hammer’ 
which will carry news about all of the bands on 
the Resistance label. They will not be releasing 
anything on vinyl at all only CD and cassette. 
Drop them a line at Resistance Records, PO Box 
24700, Detroit, Ml 48224, USA. You won't regret 
it. From one good American label to a bad one. 
Steve Priest Fan Club is a label that puts out 
mostly foreign Oi bands. The actual SPFC label 
itself is no problem as all of its releases are 
sorted out with the bands (as far as we know). 
But what has come to our attention recently and 
is pissing us and a lot of people off is the fact that 
John of SPFC is releasing a lot of Bootlegs of 
rare records and old bands, under a different 
label, or in fact many different labels. He offers no 
payment at all for the bands, and we even 
warned him about his behaviour nicely, 
explaining that if he gave a donation to the band 
he's bootlegging, all would be OK, or if he at least 
asked permission first etc. But John would not 
have this, he preferred to do the Bootleg in the 
telative safety of the USA, sell them for as much 
as he could, and keep all of the profit. On one 
occasion he unusually wrote to a band asking 
permission (not normal practise), the band's 
manager said no, but John still went ahead 
anyway, giving no respect to the bands decision. 
Now | know a bootiegger who actually tries to 
contact the band first, offering them a deal, but as 
they are all old bands, he doesn't always get a 
reply, but he does say that it afterwards the band 
do get in touch with him, that he will pay the band 
a fair percentage of the profit, now alright this is 
not strictly legal, but at least its fair, he makes a 
genuine effort to contact the band. John and the 
SPFC don't work this way, he's OK with the 
taking side of things, its just the putting back 
what he can't seem to come to grips with. So we 
urge all of Last Chance readers to boycott Steve 
Priest Fan Club, don't help him line his pockets at 
the expense of the hard working bands, he has 
no place on our scene ,he Is a parasite. Anyway, 
that's all the news.

This issue we stari a series on the fruths and evils of 
factory farming. 


TODAY'S YOUTH 7

The youth of today, and patriotic youth In particular 
should be made far more aware about their nations 
farming and agriculture, as practised in the past, and 
they should be made more aware about the beneficial 
methods used In days gone by, in comparison to what 
they are taught on the subject of farming nowadays 
which Is just a capitalistic business, Interested only In 
quick profits which polsons the land and treats 
animals like any other stock in a warehouse. 
Everybody, whether town or country raised should 
understand that the elementary part of a nation's 
economy is agriculture. It provides the nation with 
food and coupled with a healthy population policy, 
should assure every nation a fair degree of self 
sufficiency, Independence and should protect nations 
agains! being exploited. 

Let's take the examples of Factory farming for Poultry 
and Pork. 

A nationalist political party on mainland Europe had an 
animal concem section in ifs 1990 manifesto that 
went further than any of the known manifestos here in 
Britain. In it's preamble fo the animal concem section 
it slates a new ethic, - One which treats man, animals 
and nature as one unit. Animals are nol just "things" 
animals are living beings that can feel pain and joy. 
The political party in question proposes the 
Introduction of laws that protects animals by 
prohibiting unnecessary tormenting and vexations with 
the mass keeping of farm animals. 

One may well ask, Why was thal new law necessary ? 
Aren't we supposed fo be great lovers of animals ? 
That's probably true when you're talking about 
domestic animals, bul when it comes fo farm animals, 
most people haven't got the slightest clue whal goes 
on In the broller shed, the hatchery or the chicken 
concentration camp. 

During the pre war years poultry and egg farming was 
a far more humane business that it is today. Free 


Range farming was the norm. With Free Range, the 
chick could pick around, bath in the dusty soil and 
spread it's wings, in fact lead a near normal existence. 
li was natural for the birds, they laid better eggs, and 
died a natural death. 

This of course Is no longer the case. In the pursull of 
profits at the expense of the birds and of course the 
emergence of the American "fast food" 
establishments, came also the ideas of battery hens, 
where the birds affer having their beaks and 
sometimes feet removed, are kept in tiny cages with 
no room fo even open their wings., they are fed their 
own shit amongst! other waste, and then used as egg 
laying machines, until they could no longer lay eggs, 
then there'd be a cruel transport to a slaughler house. 
lt sickening to see the process of sexing the chicks 
when they are hatched, obviously a male chicken is 
no good fo a battery farmer. Thousands of day old 
chicks are pul on a conveyor bell where people then 
Inspect the chicks, females slay on the belt to meet 
there new homes, the cage, males don't even get thal 
far, they are tossed into a buckel still alive, then left to 
die. They'll probably end up as dog meal. There is no 
respect for nature in this process, is a chicks life so 
worthless that thousands, daily are killed purely 
because they are male ? 


HOW WOULD YOU LIKE YOUR EGG LAID, 
BY A HEALTHY CHICKEN, OR A TORTURED 
ONE FORCE FED ON IT'S OWN SHIT ? 


Mos! chickens produced for consumption in this 
country are intensively reared in broiler sheds. The 
broiler sheds are long windowess sheds equipped 
with fans and heaters, the floor is covered with 
sawdust. The broiler farms buy their chicks from 
hatcheries (it's the hatcheries thal carry out the 
conveyor belt sexing) and put them Into the sheds 
where they are destined to spend the rest of their 
miserable lives. Al firs! overcrowding is no! a problem, 
but as the chicks grow larger space becomes very 
scarce and conditions become severely overcrowded. 
Since during their life time the sheds are never 
cleaned oul, the floor is deep with droppings, the 
stench is unbearable. The birds become neurotic and 
peck each other, maggots frequently breed in the 
wounds. Thus it's not surprising that annually 20 to 30 
million birds die before slaughter age. A broiler house 
worker describes part of his daily chores, collecting 
dead birds "This has to be done every day, because 
of the heat and the way the birds are packed in so 
fight, when you pick up a dead bird it is quite common 
for them to be so putrid that they are just a bag of 
bones and fluid" Lincolnshire Press 5/10/87 

Al the end of a gruesome existence a forturous 
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Journey fo the processing plant, a further 2.5 million 
birds annually die due to suffocation or shock. 
Chicken pieces on sale will offen come from a Injured 
or diseased bird. 


WOULD YOU WANT TO EAT ANY PART 
OF A CHICKEN THAT'S HAD MAGGOTS 
CRAWLING OUT OF IT'S WOUNDS ? 


I's not only the factory chicken farmer, who In pursuil 
of quick profits has lost all humanity towards all fellow 
creatures, life down the pig factory farm is cerlainly no 
holiday camp for the poor pigs. A report on the front 
page of The Daily Mirror described the conditions as 
barbaric and slomach chuming, the reporters saw 
pigs chained by the neck in farrowing crates, where 
they could only move a few inches. A film shown to 
the reporters made by animal rights campaigners 
showed new born piglets climbing over piles in innards 
and still bom animals left to rot in a baking hol shed. 

Weaning which naturally fakes 2-3 months is reduced 
fo 2-3 weeks. Within a week of being separated from 
the litter, the sow will find herself chained back into 
the "raping rack" to be impregnated once again. Pigs, 
live their abject short life, in crammed and artifical 
conditions withoul ever getting a breath of fresh air or 
enjoying the suns rays. The young pigs are castrated 
when they are only a few days old without anaesthetic 
of course | Behaviour problems like tall biting due to 
cramped conditions are soon solved, nol by giving the 
piglets more space, no, culfing the fail off is far 
cheaper. The las! weeks before being sent fo the 
slaughter house the pigs spend their time in the 
“sweat box", this is an unheated building where the 
pigs are kep! warm by each others body heat, due to 
the crammed conditions. They have to lay in their own 
filth from where they have fo pick out their food. 
Obviously health problems crealed by these 
unrelenting and savage farming methods are rife, but 
ifs OK ifs all under control, because these ilinesses 
and diseases are countered by pumping large 
quanilties of antibiotics into the creature. Bul massive 
doses of antibiotics do nol wipe out dangerous 
micro-organisms. They produce strains of resistant 
superbugs which remain in the flesh some of us eal. 


HOW WOULD YOU LIKE YOUR MEAT SIR 
DRUGGED ? OR BUGGED ? 


Now you have had a brief insight into what goes on In 
the production of Pork, Chicken and eggs what can 
you do? 

Well with eggs it's not so difficull, you can easily buy 
"Free Range" eggs al all grocery stores. They're a

little more expensive, bul they faste a hell of a lot 
better, and you'll be slightly more comfortable knowing 
that the chicken led a natural life. 

With meal, shor! of becoming a vegetarian’, there's 
nol a hell of a lof you can do. Although “Free Range" 
meat is available, it's not common. Try and cut down 
on meat consumption as a start and you could always 
fry using your powers of the pen and wile letters to 
newspapers, and magazines, organise protests, 
knock oul some leaflets and give them oul in your 
fown centre, the more people who are aware, the 
better. 

In the past we have given oul addresses of various 
animal rights and environmental organisations, a lot of 
these are now banning known “fascists. So you've 
got to be careful who you wile to as many of the so 
called animal rights groups have affiliated with the pro 
IRA anti fascist action, so It could be risky for any 
skinhead, patriot or nationalist to contact these 
groups. We have recently received literature from two 
environmental organisations who are 100% 
sympathetic to skinheads and nationalists alike. And 
are actually run by nationalists who are to quole their 
literature “reclaiming the environmental movement, 
which has over the years been sabotaged by the left, 
anarchists and other subversive groups" 

We recommend that you contact either of these two 
groups if you're interested in any environmental 


issues.

Love them or loathe them, you can't ignore the fa 
that Compact Discs are the music medium of the 
future. Vinyl is on the way oul, particularly for albums, 
and there is no way that the vinyl diehards are gonna 
be able to ignore CD. At the moment, with main 
stream music, there Is a lot of albums and singles 
released that do nol gef on fo vinyl af all. If's just 
beginning to happen with our music foo, a few labels 
are starting to release albums, and compilation 
albums on CD only ff Now, those of you that are 
adamant that you will never buy a CD player are 
gonna inevitably miss out on a lot of good music. 
Personally, we like Compact Discs better, the sound 
quality is better, you haven't got to get up and turn 
them over when you'r siffing in the bath, you can cut 
out the songs you don't like and repeat the ones you 
wanna hear again, they aren't as temperamental as 
vinyl, they won't scratch, bend and warp under the 
sun, hardly jump and the covers don't get all ben! up 
and tatty at the hot sweaty gig you've bought them af. 
The only real thing that we think is valid about vinyl is 
the 7" single. The decrease in popularity of releasing a 
single on vinyl by the main stream pop bands, will 
soon cause pressing plants to slop making singles 
totally. This is bad, as there are a lot of small new 
bands who haven't got a chance fo appear on CD as 
its too expensive, and would have perhaps self 
financed and distributed their own vinyl single to flog 
at gigs and through mail order. This could, if pressing 
plants become too few or expensive threaten the 
whole scene by stifling the new talent, and not giving 
them a decent chance to be heard. In Japan, there is 
only one vinyl pressing plant left in the whole country ! 
The only grievance that we have against CD's is the 
price of them. They are, in certain quantities, cheaper 
fo produce that vinyl LP's are, but still cost around 
50% more to buy. But the wonderful British 
government is looking into that via the monopolies 
commission or someone like that. 


To sum up our views on Compact Disc and the 
direction of the whole music industry, as far as we are 
concerned and as far as we think is best for the 
skinhead scene, we welcome the CD album with open 
arms, and do not mourn the death of the cumbersome 
12" vinyl LP. But as far as 7" singles are concerned, 
we think that the vinyl still has an important place in 
the skinhead scene to give bands thal chance to get 
heard. 

Now we've waffled on a lol about whal we think on the 
subject, we'll now give you an insight Into a few of the 
releases and labels that are knocking oul CD's. 

Step 1 are a relatively new label, but they are 
pumping out a hell of a lot of releases. At first they 
kicked off with re-releasing a lot of older albums, 
mainly off the Link label, but with a difference, a lot of 
the CD's have got two of the old Link albums on one 
CD, making it great value for money, which makes the 
higher prices of CD's easier to swallow. Not only have 
Step 1 released a load of older stuff, they are also 
very keen on releasing CD's from new or younger 
bands. Their first release which Is due oul as we are 
writing this is "Oi The New Breed Vol 1" which 
features four Oi bands, thal are relatively young. Bul 
there are plans for more new releases from newer 
bands, every one of Step 1 CD's has an advert on the 
back asking for new bands to get in fouch. 

We deliberately haven't reviewed most of Step 1 CD's 
in our record review pages, as a lot of them are just 
re-eleases of old LP's and the music on them is by 
now well known fo all of you. But the new stuff, and 
the new compilations (i.e. the Best Of compilations 
that are compiled by Step 1) will be reviewed in the 
record reviews.

Obviously these aren't the only labels that are putting 
oul CD's, but they are two of the biggest of the British 
labels, and they are the only (with the exception of 
Dojo) companies that are releasing stuff only on CD, 
and nol on any other medium (cassette or vinyl). 

The now infamous Rock O Rama label have been 
over the last couple of years going through their back 
calalogue and releasing a lot of their older stuff on 
CD, as well as releasing their new stuff on CD. With 
Rock O Rama too, they've put two vinyl albums onto 
one CD in a lof of cases, and Rock O Rama's 
catalogue includes mos! of the German skinhead 
bands, and a lot of the other foreign skinhead bands. 
The only problem with Rock O Rama is thal they have 
always produced poor quality goods, there is only one 
sheet of paper for the cover, no little booklet or 
anything like that, but the CD's themselves don't look 
or feel as good quality as others, although they seem 
to play OK, bul will they stand the test of time ? 

There are a few smaller labels who are now releasing 
CD's but normally alongside the vinyl release, German 
Labels, Walzwerk Records, Dim Records, and Skull 
Records are all putting oul CD's . New American label 
While Terror Record's first release is a compilation 


album, on CD format only featuring seven While 
Power skinhead bands, there are plans for many more 
releases. 

French label Rebelles Europeens has so far only 
released a few CD's, but plans to pul their new 
releases on CD formal as well as vinyl, but also to 
work through their back catalogue releasing most of 
their old stuff onto CD, bul they have pledged thal 
they will continue to release 7" vinyl singles for as long 
as il’s possible fo do so. 

So, with all of the old stuff being put oul on CD and 
the continuous flow of new releases, we have a lol fo 
be happy about. Our concluding message goes out fo 
the vinyl diehards who say that they will never buy a 
CD player (and we know a few of them). You are 
going fo miss a hell of a lot of good music, because 
i's already started to happen, good skinhead bands 
have released their recordings on CD only, so short of 
piracy (tut, ful) you ain't never gonna hear them.
